Demobilization should 
provide our manpower needs; wages 
are high and Industry is passing on 
its profit problems to consumers,

Why, then, are we afraid? Is it 
seme complex of disturbed psychol- 
ogy we have nursed into a monster? 

Standing in front of a grocery 
store in some town where my duties 
took me — ages ago, it seems — EF 
listened to Roosevelt’s first inaug- 
ural address via a radiospeaker. He 
said, in that convincing voice of his, 
“The only thing to fear is Fear it- 
self.” He proved that there was 
nothing essentially wrong in this 
country. We had the same sources 
of Prosperity and Well Being - - 
though everyone was scared to 
death - - as in the Spring of 1929, 
when everyone was confident and 
happy. The same amount of money, 
although too much of it was salted 
away in socks and safe-deposit box- 
es; more factories, even if many 
were closed; abundant supplies, 
while people were starving, and 
plenty of business genius, despite its 
defeatist mood. In other words we 
were asleep at the switch. He woke 
us up. 

The current situation 
complex but incomparably more 
promising. We have become the 
world’s most powerful nation and 
everyone, including Russia, knows 
it. There is a consumer demand 
historically unequalled; cash in a- 
bundance to replentish our depleted 
stocks. 

Few of our present fears make 
sense. They are what any good 
economist can diagnose as post-war 
jitters, which are seldom fatal. F. 
BD. R. is not available to rouse us 
but the Spirit of America, which 
answered him in 1933, is here to 
take up Mr. Swaffer’s challenge.

An Appeal To You

The slowness and lack of interest being shown in the Red 
Fund Drive this year is really pathetic. People seem to feel that because 
the active hostilities have ceased, that the needs of the Red Cross are 
over and their contributions have, in mose cases, been cut to less than 
half and in many cases to one-third of what they gave last year, and 
we are sorry to say it even descends to a point of no contribution at all. 

We must not forget that the effects of a war such as we have fought 
during the past four and one-half years leaves a trail of suffering for 
many years to come. The wounded, the needy and the men still remain- 
ing in the service depend a great deal on the Red Cross for help. It is 
the only non-governmental agency through which they can reach out 
for help and comfort. 

The money which is collected by the Red Cross goes entirely for the 
relief of the suffering whether they be military or civilian and the citi- 
zens of this community must realize that their responsibility has not 
ceased entirely—has not been reduced by fifty per cent or two-thirds 
over what it was during the years of active combat. One only needs to 
visit Dibble General Hospital, the docks in San Francisco, the trains 
bearing returning veterans, or to contact some of the families of 
charged veterans to realize the enormity of the problems which are fac- 
ing each community. 

Do we want these men forced onto each community to seek out in- 
dividually the relief they must have, or do we wish for them to continue 
coming to the Red Cross for a service they, through their nation-wide 
organization, are prepared to give?

—PLEASE reconsider and volunteer a further contribution, We find 
that the quotas which have been established throughout the country 
are definitely not being met to date, and from present indications are 


falling far behind what is needed. It is not proper for those soliciting | 


your contributions to force any issue, but it is up to each individual to 
wrestle with their own conscience and decide whether the war and its 
effects are no longer their personal responsibility.
